TO REMOVE STAINS OF INK

Information That s Worth Being
Made a Matter of Housshold
Record,

One of the most maddening staing
is that of ink. The time-honored
remedy for fresh ink is milk, and
many a good table cover, handker
chief or blouse has been saved for fu-
ture usefulness by placing the stained
portion in milk and allbwing it to
stand. Az soon as the milk becomes
discolored pour it off and put on
fresh.

Where there is no color to fade an
ink stain may be removed by pouring
a ten per cent solution of oxalic acid
on the stain and letting it stand a
few minutes before rinsing. This
should be repeated until the stain
disappears, The last rinsing should
be in water to which borax or ammo-
nia has been added, says an exchange,

If the ink is dry and well set it is
hard to remove, hut in most cases it
will yield to an application of salt
and lemon juice or to javelle water
diluted by the same amount of boile
ing water,
